Four Evansvilie (Ind.) Business-Men 
Leave for London to Testify Against 
the Persuasive Colonel, Who Went to 
Secure the American Heirs $300,000,- 
000—His Dupes in Many States=Fursch- 
Madi Dies in Actual Poverty=Byrnes 
ente a Sensational Statement. 

New Yorx, Sept. 23.—(Special.]—There 
sailed from this city yesterday on the steam- 
ship Campania four Indiana people on their 
way to England to testify in the Bow Street 
Police Court, London, against one of the 


most successful swindlers that America 


has known. His victims in this country 
are numbered by the hundreds, and they 
are to be found in cities and hamlets 
scattered all. over the United States. His 
name is Col, Jaquess, He has taken from 
his victims in the pursuit of the mythical 
Townley estates an unknown amount of 
money, estimated at from $300,000 upward. 
The Indiana people who go to testify against 
Col. Jaquess are William E. French, Charles 


E. Scoville, Samuel G. Evans, and Herman 


Engle, ail business-men of Evansville, Ind. 

Col. Jaquess had brothers who became 
prominent business-men in. Evansville, Ind. 
The Colonel went to that thriving little West- 
ern city and told a most interesting story of a 
great moneyed estate in the courts of En- 
gland, the proceeds of which would fall to 
various heirs in this country of one Lawrence 
Townley, provided their title to the property 
could be established within a specified time, 
otherwise the estate would escheat to the Brit- 
ish crown. That happened twenty-three 
yearsago. A great number of Americans, 
who through ways devious and otherwise 
could trace descent from the supposed mill- 
ionaire, got together and organized a hunt 
for the mythical’ millions with Col. Jaquess as 
master of the hounds. Col. Jaquess had as- 
sured them the property they were to receive 
upon the production of necessary evidence 
was worth fully £60,000,000. 

A great company was. organized and at- 
tractively engraved bonds were issued for va- 
rious amounts. They were greedily taken by 
the supposed heirs at a certain small amount 
of theirface value, and upon these bonds at 
differéut times certain assessments were 
levied and paid to raise funds for the ex- 
penses of the grand hunt. Col. Jaquess took 
up his residence in London, and gave his 
American clients to understand he was deep- 
ly engaged in circumventing the plots of the 
British Government to keep the $300,000,- 
000 out of the hands of unlawful owners. 

The wily Colonel had a due named Thom- 
as, who performed in some capacity under 
his management. In the course of time 
Thomas and Jacquess fell out and quarreled 
over the division of the spoils. They went to 
aw in the British courts and through the le- 
gation their rascally scheme to defraud Amer- 
icans. became known to the British Govern- 
ment. The British authorities began crimi- 
nal proceedings against them. For some rea- 
son or other more evidence against Thomas 
than against the chief swindler was obtained 
and the dupe was sentenced to penal servi- 
tude for five years. 

Col. Jaquess has made “a game fight.“ 
The British Government found it would be 
necessary to bring from this country some of 
his victims as witnesses against him; For 

pur pose Col. Jaquess was arraigned early 

‘month in the Bow Street Police Court, 
London, and remanded to await the produc- 
tion of this evidence. Over a month ago Sir 
Julian Pauncefote, the British Minister here, 
applied to this government through Secretary 
Gresham for assistance in obta'ning the nec- 
essary evidence. He promised for his govern. 
ment to pay all the expenses of the search and 
to pay the expenses of the witnesses who 
could be induced to go to London to testify 
against Jaqueds. 

One Said to Have Sunk $50,000. 

Chief Hazen uf the Secret Service was asked 
to direct the search. He remembered that 
when a clerk out west in a little store he had 
hed a fellow-clerk who had been looking for- 
ward with bulging eyes to the time when he 
would come in for a million or sv from the 
mythical estates, and who had given him con- 
siderable information with regard to persons 
who were supposed to be heirs. . Chief Hazen 
put the work in the hands of one of his trusted 


officers with directions to inquire of those 


persons of whom he had knowledge. 
The work has been carried on = secretly, 
with the result that the four Evansville, 
business men referred to have just sailed for 
London to give their 
Jaquess. They carry with them to be put in 
evidence over $500,000 worth of Jaquess’ 
beautifully engraved bonds, whose face value 
purports to be $1,504,000. At least one of 
these Evansville men has invested something 
like $50,000, it is said, in the schemes of 
Col. Jaquess, and he is on bis way to London 
with a heart full of wrath and a healthy desire 


tor vengeance.

The thieves were in the 
crowd that headed a procession, But the Ad- 
miral made a gallant fight and gave twice as 
good blows as were sent, and so finally beat 
off the gang. Thus, in the last week, four 
separate gangs of brigands, two operating in 
Fifth avenue, one in Sixth avenue, anda 
fourth in Abingdon square, did as they 
pleased, with no policeman or detective any- 
where near to protect the assaulted citizens, 
The Rev. John A. G. Wilson, at the Eight- 
eenth Street Methodist Church, this morning 
treated the subject: ** The Range of Further 
Police Investigation.“ After he had finished 
talking a young man went to the pulpit and 
handed him two bottles of whisky.

THEY WANT THEIR WAGES DOUBLED. 


Hebrew-Speaking Shirtmakers Strike to 
Better Their Condition. 

New Tonk, Sept. 23.—([Special.|—The 
Hebrew-speaking shirtmakers of New York, 
3,000 strong, went on strike today and 200 
shops were deserted save by the employers, 
many -of whom spent the day figuring out 
how best to effect a resumption of profits 
without an increase of expenditure. Wal- 
halla Hall, Nos. 50 and 52 Orchard street, was 
selected as the headquarters of the strikers 
and from 8 a. m. to 4 p. m. it was thronged 
with men and women ranging in age from 15 
to 25. There was not even a middle-aged in- 
dividual among the 3.000 who visited the 
place during the day, The Chairman, H. 
Steinbruch, recounted the wrongs inflicted by 
the contractors and manufacturers in gradu- 
ally grinding the laborers down to one-half 
what they received two years ago. Then a 
telegram was read from the Hebrew shirt- 
makers of Philadelphia promising to take 
no work from boycotted New York man- 
ufacturers. Resolutions were adopted declar- 
ing that before the strikers go back td work 
contractors‘and manufacturers must raise 
wages On piece work to the old scale, which 
is double the present one; that they must de- 
posit $200 each with the union as a guaran- 
tee of payment of wages, and $100 as a for- 
feit in case of any reduction during the next 
six months. The struggle probably will bea 
long and bitter one. . 


GAS CONSOLIDATION AT NEWARK, X. J. 


Two Companies with a Capital of 63,000, 
000—Citizens’ Stockholders Control. 

Nxw York, Sept. 23.— [Special. I— An ar- 
rangement was quietly effected in Newark 
last week for the consolidation of the Citizens’ 
Gaslight company with the Newark Gaslight 
company. The stockholders of the Citizens’ 
company assigned their stock on the assur- 
ance that they would receive therefor bonds 
of the new company at the rate of $150 for 
each $100 of stock and $100 in the stock 
of new company also. The bonds 
will bear 6 per cent interest and 
the stock such dividends as are earned. The 
Newark Gaslight company's stockholders will 
get a $250 bond for each $100 bearing 6 
per cent interest and a pro rata of the undi- 
vided profits of the company in cash. The 
two companies will be capitalized at 85.000. 
000, of which $4,000,000 will be bonds and 
$1.000.000 stock. The present capital is 
$2,000,000 stock valued at $5,000,000. 
The Citizens’ Cuslight stockholders will con- 
trol all the stock.

main part of the city, and it was at least fif- 
teen minutes before more than one engine 
could respond to the geheral alarm. When 
the engines arrived the fire was beyond con- 
trol, and in half an hour from the time it 
started the docks for half a mile were on fire. 
Nothing could be done butto let the fire 
burn itself out. 

The fire started’ in the dock below the Pa- 
cific Coast Elevator company’s main build- 
ing. and the wind soon drove the flames {6 the™ 
elevator itself. The flames shot into the air 
200 feet, making a beautiful sight in the twi- 
light. The coal bunkers of the North -Pacific 
Terminal company, on the west, were next 
attacked and soon were a seething mass of 
flames. On the east was the Oregon Railway 
and Navigation company’s wharf, 400 feet in 
length. and. this, too, was soon on fire. There 
was no means of getting water on the fire 
except from the river, and the fireboat is an 
improvised old scow and of little service. The 
elevator contained nearly haif a million bush- 
els of wheat. | 

The new plant of the Portland Generhl 
Electric company, which had just arrived from 
Lynn. Mass., was standing in the yards of the 
Terminal company on the cars, not having 
been unloaded. The plant occupied an entire 
rain and the machinery was of the most ex- 
pensive kind, most of which was destroyed 
and the remainder badly damaged. Two 
hundred freight cars, eignty of which were 
loaded, were destroyed. The Oregon Rail- 
way and Navigation docks held 1,500 tons of 
freight, consisting of wool, salmon, general 
merchandise, and cement, all of which was 
destroyed, with thedock, There were stored 
on the dock about 12,000 cases of salmon 
from the lower Columbia River and Puget 
Sound awaiting shipment to the East. It 
was valued at about $40,000 and was partly 
insured, 

Every available locomotive at the Terminal 
works was set to work moving freight cars 


out of danger, but the fire burned so rapidly 


that few could be moved away. Sparks from 
the fire went across the river and set fire to 
the boneyard, but it was extinguished before 
any serious damage to the yard wus done. 
The large steamboat Williamette Crief, 
moored at the yard, took fire and was burned. 
It was used as a towboat and was valued at 
about $45,000. 

Three men are supposed to have perished in 
the elevator. They were seen at an upper- 
story window of the elevator and itis thought 
all were burned.

Corporation Counsel Rubens Says Gam- 
bling-Houses Will Not Reopen. 

After the conclusion of the Rev. Clarke's 
speech Chairman Gage introduced Harry 
Rubens, Corporation Counsel for the City of 
Chicago. He was greeted with applause and 
spoke as follows: 

In Homer we are told of gambling with the use 
of dice and in the museum of the Royal Asiatic 
Society I was shown last year a pack of playing 
cards over 1,000 years old. The vice of gam- 
bling is as old as civilization. It has always ex- 
isted, it exists now wherever there are human be- 
ings, and it always will exist as long as selfishness 
is among t attributes of alarge class of the 
human family. In one form or another gambling 
is practiced in every part of the giobe by aii 
classes of society. and not only by means of the 
ordinary gambling implements such as cards and

He I« Skeptical Regarding the Permanency 

of the Administration Officials’ Reform.

To this desire for gain may be traced 
the source of nearly all the evils of the word. 
Money, which in the hands of persons of philan- 
thropic impuises may become a source of great 
omes instrument. of hell to drag 
n its vietuns toinfamy and disgrace. The 
love of money is tue prompter of the speculative 
instinct which seeks ortane by short and quick 
methods. And I am safe in saying that it betrays 
every one who seeks it in thisdirection. An ailur- 
aspect is presented. But the retrospect is as 
fuil of cursea as pect is of amiies. The 
speculative inst net is one of universal power. 
lt is not to the lower classes of 
society. It reaches out its finger of contamina- 
tion into the uvper stratas as weil. Emperors of 
aucient times, priests, lords, and eminent men of 
all history have induiged in games of chance. 
This, of ail vices the most insinuating, 1s deeply 
rooted. Among the Greenianders in the snowy 
mountains of the north, the Africans, the Indians 
in all places the instinct is fe. t.

Luck an Exploded Error. 


I assert that “luck” is an exploded error. Its 
er istenes is only regarded as a fact among the 
superstitious. There may be a higher power 
governing the results of our actions, but the doc- 

— of cuance is an exploded fauuacy. Bead it 
rom all standpoints, gambling is a folly. It is 
almost an unquestion cértainty the 
devotee of gamb.ing wii play on until he loses 
his On and on, with increased momentum, 
until the — 4 — is reached. Gambling is a 
peril. Though fortune may s. nile at first, flu ally 
the bubble of hope will be punctured. It is a 
crime as well as a folly. Foilow the man who 
staggers from the gilded hell in which he has 
t his money until the dagger or the draught of 
poison suds his existence. A wife writes to me 
incsesing a card which was ail; her husband 
brought home to show for a week hard work. A 
young man writes me that he has squandered not 
only his own but his emp.oyer’s money. He asks 
my he.p and swears that with God's hetp he will 
never gambie again. 1 have learned from this 
— realize how young men come under the 
spell. 

At present there is little public gambli in 
Chicago. It has stated that it has n 
wholly suppressed. We have reliable informa- 
tion that in certain favored quarters gambling 
sti fourishes. Thus we find that with ai: the 
pretense of compliauce with the law there will 

et be an undercurrent defying the agencies put 

orth to suppress it. i would aot give the im- 
pression that Ido not appreciate the Mayor's 
prociamation. given under tremendous pressure, 
to affect the political situation, and wil! 
not be a permanent force unless the 
law-abiding citizens muster all their forces 
to make it so. ine events of the last week grat- 
ify all of us who have given thought to the sub- 
ject. Few believed that a weex would bring such 
a victory. We looked for weeks and perhaps 
months of efforts and insistauce a 8 the ple 
upon the enforcement of the law. But the ri 
of Lords has given us the trophy of victory and 
he will give us the streagth to hold it. We do 
not think it permanent. We believe eternal vig- 
tiance is the price of victory. Detectives will be 
constautly empioved to watch the piaces which 
have been suppressed, and the serpent's head 
wiil de trampied on wherever it appears, The 
law provides a fine of $500 for the first convic- 
tion of gambiing; for the second offsnse, $500 
and six months in jail; for the third, $500 and 
imprisonment in the penitentiary for two years. 
The city ordinances make it the duty of each 
poiiceman to investigate any gamblag house 
suspected to be ig operadon. A penaity of $100 
is provided for a fa, ure to discharge this duty 
Yet, despite ari the disclaimers of tne Mayor and 
the Chief of Polics, a list, fully vertied, of over 
100 gambiing-houses was secured. Mayor Hop- 
kins claimed to have redaced the number to 
twenty-five. But I do not wish to pursue a course 
of criticism of the Mayor. 


Methods Being Used. 


As to our methods for the suppression of gam- 
bling. the first was the raiding of the piaces and 
the destruction of the parapuernalia. This serves 
to frighten the frequenters of tue houses. and to 
interest and.edacate tne public.“ The second is 
in process against owners of property in which 
gambiing is carried on. Owners nave been 
greatly aroused by our inquiries iu this direction. 
Apumber of owners have commenced pruceed-| 
ings against porns using their prem.ses for 
gambiing. The third method is the prosecution 
of gamt.ers. Many are a:ready subject to the 
pepa.ty for a second or third convicuon. in the 
hands of the police lie the easy solution of the 
whole difficuity. If they do 'neir duty there will 
be no need of our intervention. The police and 
not the Civic Federauon shuu.d close the gam- 
bing houses. } 

There hxve been many threats made against 
those prominent inthis movement. The resist- 
ance & Varneil’s showed the pub.ic how the gam- 
blers were intrenched and prepared to resist 
without scrup.e as to means the efforts to enforce 
the law. Euch occurrence of like nature wil 
tend to futher arcuse and influence public senti- 
ment. But we ‘have good reason be 
eyous. We sent a posse to the Newport club, to 

ankins’, and other places and flad nothing. 
Here and there we tind an actual rout. where the 
fight seems to have been given up. We hear sug- 
gestions about gambiing out on the lake or be- 
yond the city limits. But just so far as Christian 
sentiment backs us we wil: prosecute to the bit- 
tor end. I be.ieve the victory is in our grasp. 
Politics must have nothing to do with it. I de- 
p.ore the effects of certain newspapers to inject 
politics into it. if we stand together regardless 
of party our triumph may complete. u 
we take a retrospective view we find gambling 
has never been a question of party.

Dr. Lawrence Makes a Strong Appeal for 
Real Government. 

The Rev. Dr. William M. Lawrence, Second 
Baptist Church— So the curse causeless 
shall not come,’ Proverbs xxvi., and ‘ Wealth 
gotten by vanity shall diminish,’ Pgoverbs 
xiii. ; 

When the effort was made by the Pharisees to 
entrap the Tord by the question to whom tribute 
should be i@wfully given he asked for the tribute 
money, and when it was brought to him he said: 
Render unto Cesar things that are Cesar's and 
unte God things that are God's. This doctrine 
has been the watchword for absolute separation 
between Church and State. But the divorce bo- 
tween Church and State came to cover another 
idea absolutely different—viz.: that the religion 
had nothing whatever to do with society, com- 
merce, or politics, with the result that religion 
became therely formal assent to creeds and that 
living became corrupt. But of late there bas 
been. a strong awakening. The science of 
sociology has come to the front, and men 
are learning and believing there is 
something in life which should not 
, by religion and morality. 
There is indeed danger that sociology shall be- 
come either a fad ora peril; a fad in which ex- 
treme and unhealthy teachings shal! be present- 
ed; a peril in which under the guise of philan- 
thropy revolution shall be encouraged. But be- 
neath all there is the truth that opportunity bo- 
comes responsibility. It is directly along this line 
that the operations of the Civic Federation are 


made. 
It is indeed humiliating that we have to organ- 
ine to make men keep their oaths, It is not a 
litical question. There are bad men, unfaith- 
ul and ambitious men in both parties. The in- 
ability of Mayor Hopkins, or, rather. his indis- 
position, accords exactiy with the ianguage of one 
ofhis predecessurs—that he would enforce certain 
laws upon certain conditions, forgetting that it 
was bissworn duty to enforce the laws—all of 
them—and not hunt up legal technicalities to 
avoid enforcement. Mayor Hopkins’ explaua- 
tions and hesitafions make it difficult, in view 
of the work of the Civic Federation, to give him 
credit for sincerity. He has lost immensely by 
his tardy action. But there is something more 
than the attitude of the Mayor to be considered. 
The Civic Federation must be sustained 
until net only gambling is permanently 
“supp the saloons made to conform to the 
laws; byt until the city is redeemed from its 
slovenly condition it is impossible to enter into 
particulars, but there are few streets in this city 
where condition is decent, and many places 
where one cannot walk without peril to life and 
limb, and no real attention appears to be given 
to the matter. Meanwhile characters of loose 
description infest the city in all parts, so that 
ove is ashamed of Chicago. 

The Civic Federation must be sustained not 
mere y by resolutions, but the government of the 
city must be made above all party considera. 
tions. Democrats and Repub.icans are alike in- 
terested in maintaining pure government. Wo 
do not ask puritanic government—but govern- 
ment. Public sentiment must be awakened to 
the fact that ail gambiing is baueful. The rec- 
ognition of the power, privilege, and opportu- 
nity which money gives leads to the desire to get 
it quik y and use it selfishly. Stock gambling 
and railrcad wrecking are only species of the one 
disorder. The disposition to 
nothing, advertisements whic 
ment to people to consider they are getting 
things below value are educations in gambling. 
The conviction must be made to gain ground that 
decency wins in the long run and somehow in the 
short one. The work begun must bo curried on. 
Parties of al: names, people of all races, persons 
of all and persons of no religious faith, priests 
and ministers. must support every effort to defeat 
infraction of law and uphold continuously every 
effort to maintain its enforcement.

During the last week there has been more 
or less talk among the leading membersof 
the Council in reference to the institution of 


of a couple of months, but it is not probable 
that any action in this direction will be taken 
at this meeting. The plans apparently have 
not been sufficiently developed. The revela- 
tions of the last week or two regarding gam- 
bling and the charges of corruption against. 
the police make it almost imperative that the 
City Council give the matter some attention. 

Several of the Aldermen, it is understood, 
would be willmg to vote for a resolution pro- 
viding for an investigation should one be in- 
troduced this evening, but others of the 
leaders take the position that should the 
Council step in at this time the Aldermen 
might be accused of trying to make political 
capital out of the facts the Civic Federation 
has brought to light. Others hold it is the 
duty of the members of the Council to assist 
the Civic Federation in its work, and that the 
best way to do this is to institute an investi- 
gation of the methods of the Police Depart- 
ment similar to the investigation made by 
the Senate committee of the New York Legis- 
lature of New York City police. a 

Several prominent Democrats have been 
considering for several months how the 
Police Department of this city could be re- 
moved from politics, and it is understood ar- 
rangements have been made to go before the 
next General Assembly and ask for legisla- 
tion in this matter. Gov. Altgeld, it has been 
claimed for several months, is in favor of 
some such move aud is in consultation with 
those having the matter in hand. It is said 
the passage of a bill that will completely re- 
organize the department and place it on a 
basis that it cannot be pulled about by the 
party in power is contemplated.

They Now Believe the Civic Federation 
Means to Push Its Campaign. 


The success of the main anti-gambling 
meeting at Central Music Hai and the over- 
flow meeting at the First Methodist Church 
was the heaviest blow the gambiers have re- 
ceived yet from the Civic Federation. It en- 
tirely convinced the fraternity that the senti- 
ment of the majority of representative citi- 
posed to their business. A hope 
had existed in gambling circles the meeting 
yesterday might turn out to be on a small 
scale. ‘The owners of houses declared they 
would not attend the meeting and would dis- 
courage attendance by any of their tollowers. 

Last night the more intelligent of the 
gamblers admitted the gets of the Civic Fed- 
eration smacked neither of politics, fanati- 
cism, crankisin, blackinail, or any of the other 
things which they have been claiming were 
behind the bitter warfare waged on them all 
last week. They also admit, sorrowfully and 
reluctantly, the s of the federation are 
clean. A great deal of money has been spent 
by them in an endeavor to find a weak spot 
in the warring body asa whole or a flaw in 
the character or reputation of a single one of 
the active directing agents of the federation, 
but all to ne purpose. 

“The enemy seems to be clean as a 
die“ is the admission of the men who have 


been investigating it. That being the case, 
all the gambiers admit they have had their 


day in Chicago, and the ieading ones will at 
once begin shutting up shop permanently by 
storing away their furniture until times be- 
come more auspicious. That time seems far 
distant, for the federation proposes to t 
vigilant and aggressive, not fora week and a 
day, but continuously from this time forth.

OVERFLOW MASS-MEETING IN THE 
FIRST M E OHUROH. 


The Mall Is Filled to Overflowing by an 

' Enthusiastic Audience, Which Empha- 

sizes Its Approval of All Attacks on 

Gambling and Other Vice=The Rev. w 

6G. Clarke Received with a Storm of Ap- 

plause and His Words Cheered to the 
EchoeMany Other Speakers. 

There was considerable difficulty in secur- 
img a hall for the overflow meeting. The an- 
nouncement was made in the churches at the 
morning services that the First M. E. Church, 
at the corner of Clark and Washington streets, 
would be used for the purpose, but an obdur- 
ate janitor at the last moment declared the 
hall was occupied for other purposes. 
French Evangelical Mission oatupied the 
main auditorium and the Deaf and Dumb 
Society were in the Sunday-school room. 
Two minutes from the time the announce- 
ment was made from the steps of Central 
Music Hall that the meeting would be held at 
the First M. E. church the steps and hall- 


ways were filled. The janitor attémpted to 


stop the progress of this enthusiastic gather- 
ing, bus the French society gave way and in 
a moment the auditorium and gallery were 
filled, people standing against the walle and 
in the aisles, Prayer was offered by the Rev. 
Joha P. Brusbingham, in which he referred 
to the evils of gambling and the work as- 
sumed by the Civic Federation. 

Edward F. Cragin announced that Presi- 
dent Lyman J. Gage of the Civic Federation 
had asked him to open the overflow meeting. 


He said: 

No tickets had been issued and the mere an- 
nouncement has been sufficient to show the inter- 
est which attached to this great movement. Let 
nes end until all n in this rid — 

e heresy that gambling is a necessity none o 
us believe. Let 2 congràtulate Chicago that the 
advance in a moral public sentiment recently has 
been so great.. We can all remember when the 
names of gamblers were checked by the police 
and handed to the grand jury and indictments 
and punishment foliowed. The owners of the 
buildings in which the gambling dens were lo- 
cated were aiso formerly indicted. Let us hope 
the time is again at hand when these tactics may 
be repeated. The law is plain enough. It says 
for the first offense there must be a fine and for 
the second offense both a fine and imprisonment. 
That is the law, and we are here to create a pub- 
lic sentiment strong enough to see that it is en- 


fo a 

He then introduced ex-Judge William F. 
Vincent. President of the Waubansee club, as 
Chairman. Ex-Judge Vincent expressed ap- 
preciation of the unexpected honor and be- 
lieved the character and dignity of such a 
grand overflow meeting spoke for the righteous 
and giorious cause. 

The thought of the prosperity of 8 rests 
not upon so much gambling. but so little gam- 
bling: not so much crime, but so little crime; not 
an inefficient police force, but a good one, When 
one stops to think this great city is but twenty 
years old we cannot complain of lack of —— 
water supply, but wonder we have any. Heaven 
is not reached in a single leap. but must be 
reached. round by round on the long ladder. 
This magnificent awakening of public spirit in a 
great city 2 — means that we are fast ap- 
Pp ing the topmost round. 


Laws Must Be Enforced. 


We must have order. The laws must be en- 
forced. (Applause. } If they are obnoxious let 
them bs repealed, but while they are on the 
statute books let's enforce them. Aside from 
gambling the laws ar@enforced and why should 
there be any excep ? Lam proudof the de- 
veiopments of the last few days. I believe the 
Mayor is the personification of honesty and his 
name is a 4 of courage. He has joined 
with the Civic Federation and in the future Chi- 
cago will be a model city through the codpera- 
tion of the civic authorities and the Civic Feder- 


ation. 

Dr. Carlos Martyn said: 

As our crusade has proceeded several things 
have been demonstrated. First, and most im- 
portant of ail, we have learned that the press 
of Chicago is all right. As a clergyman! am 
sometimes envious of the editors. In many things 
they are ahead of the . in great moral ro- 
forms the editors are white plumed knignts 
riding in advance of the column. Another thing 
we have is that we have Shicago sev- 
eral magnificent Judges. Thank God for a Judge 
Brentano, [Applause.] Of the good Judges let 
it be said: May their tribe increase.” But what 
can we say about Hannegan, the little South 
Evanston Judge, who is in but does not fill the 
chair he occupies. Our friend Hannegan ratties 
around in the office of a Justice. After he has 
filled it as full as he can there is yet room for 
rent. I am glad our honest Mayor has last 
discovered there is public gamb ing in Chicago! 

Applause.} The cunning gamblers have bam- 

zied bim for a longtime. The Varnells and 
Condons and Hankins have assured him the 
roulette wheels, stud poker tables. and 
crap tables, piled bigh in their places of busi- 
ness, were pot evidences of public gambling, 
and he believed them. Then the Civic Federa- 
tion told him what those implements were there 
for, and the Mayor raised his finger, shut one 
eye, and the doors of the gambling-houses were 
ordered shut. Now we te ges they stay shut. 
We only wish the order had been issued sooner 
that it might have been enforced sooner. The 
order is a good one, and we demand it be made 
permanent. But Mayor Hopkins is not the chief 
sinner. The law against gambling bas never 
been enforced in this city by any administration, 
Democratic or Republidan. The present admin- 
istration is no worse than was thesWashburne ad- 
ministration, and lam not sure but it is better. 
Mayor Washburne did not order any of the 
ambling hells closed and Mayor * has. 
There is no politics in this matter. The whole 
truth was summed up in a paragraph in one of 
the city papers, which said that the pull of the 
gambling dens shows why they are not pulled.“ 


Crime with a Political Pall, 


We want a simple enforcement of the law, irre- 
spective of politics or anything else. We have a 
good police force; it would a superiative 
force if taken out of politics. We can depend 
upon our polige force to trample down Anarch- 
ists and to quell Haymarket riots, but we can- 
not depend on them to crush out crime that may 
have a political pull. If they should dare to see 
certain forms of vice they would be dismissed 
from the force. There is little wonder the police 
are inactive against the gamblers. t us organ- 
ize to crush out this evil, remembering the words 
of Edmund Burke that when bad men organize 
good men must combine. Watch, arrest, im- 
prison, should be our motto. This is the time of 
the year when ¢ housewives are houseciean- 
ing, and we want a little hovuse-cleaning in mu- 
nicipal politics. We want this fall to sweep 
down the bag — cobwebs and kill the spider. 
We want Mayor to help in this work or he 
may find in the spr we will have to sweep him 
out with the other refuse, — 

John F. Scanian said he was proud of his 
American citizenship and of the fact he is a 
Chicago boy. He grew eloquent in describ. 
ing the growth of this city, but was com. 
pelled to hang his head in shame as he passed 
along streets where vice was flaunted in the 
face of the young. — old, the weak, and the 
strong; where temples of vice are open, 
knowing that laws are being violated. 

Whose fault is this? I say emphatically it is 
the people's fault.

While Dr. Caldwell was speaking the Rev. 
Dr. Clarke came down a side aisle and took a 
seat on the platform. He was accompanied 
by Matt Pinkerton and some others who had 
attended the meeting at Central Music Hall. 
At the conclusion of Dr. Caldwell's address 
Chairman Vincent said he was apprehensive 
of the retention of the roof when he an- 
nounced the next speaker, “for Moses has 
come. As Dr. Clarke stepped forward it 
was demonstrated that the Chairman’s fears 
were well grounded, For several minutes the 
applause was terrific. He said: 

This is the glaidest day of my life, to see the 
enthusiasm of two such immense audiences in 
favor of municipal reform. It is a turning point, 
and I believe there will be such a house-cleaning 
in Chicago as never before chronicied. The tide 
of municipal reform is rising to sweep away all 
gambling, and wili rise so high as to sweep over 
all other dikes of evil. This city has the proud 
record of last summer, when the tablet of fame 
was placed eternally over our gatas, but I believe 
we will now have reason for pride in the realiza- 
tion of being a city of true moral men because 
of the cleanliness of the municipal throne. 
As to Moses, this is not exactly the time and 
place for his existence. But I want to take one 


Word from that time. When the mountains and 


the sea and the forces of Pharaoh were arrayed 
against the sons of Israel, God gvided Moses and 
spoke, Let Israel forward.

The wires have 
been laid for months, and when the batteries of 
the Civic Federation were turned wn the shock 
seemed to reach everywhere. Let the good work 
goon. Let all indorse thorough and permanent 
reform, every man who believes in God and has 
strength. voice, and vote. 

T. H. Gault, one of the attorneys for the 
Civic Federation, said: 

It is a pleasure to look into the faces of the 
thousands before me who have come ‘here in de- 
fense of the honor of the city. We have the sup- 
port of the newspapers and of good people every- 
where, and this work, so well begun by the Civic 
Federation. will go onward to a complete suc- 
cess. We have too valuable a city and too beanti- 
ful a municipality to allow it to fall into the 
hands of disreputables. There is no city that 
can stand on an equal plane with Chicago for 
grandeur of development. Shall one of the great- 
est and grandest cities of modern times allow 
the laws on its books to remain unenforced? I 
say no, and I say. too, there is force enough in 
—＋ sentiment not only to crush out gambling 
but all other forms of evil with which the city is’ 
inflicted. I take it the City of Chicago has a 
conscience, and I am sure that conscience is 
about to assert itself. A law upon the books un- 
enforced is worse than no law atall. To passa 
law and then ignore it robs law of its dig- 
ay and causes the people to scoff at it. 
So long as there are laws let chem be enforced. 
If the enforcement does not please the body poli- 
tic then the obnoxious laws will be repeaied. 
This Civic Federation can be made a grand ally 
to popular government. All crimes are twin sis- 
ters of the devil. If we can. break one link in 
the chain of crime we have destroyed the strength 
of the chain. The people of Chicago are bound 
by a chain of evi:s and the Civic Federation must 
go on with its work until every link in the chain 
is broken.

The Tower, Unable to Make Headway in 
the Heavy Sea, Allows Its Consort to 
Attempt to Get to Shore Alone= May 


Have Gone Ashore=Barge Agnes I. 
Potter Is Aground at Grand Haven=Pas- 
senger Boats at Benton Harbor Are 
Storm- Bound. 

The steamer Charlemagne Tower Jr. ar. 
rived in port yesterday afternoon, having run 
back, as it was unable to face the furious 
northwest gale. Capt. W. T. Southerland of 
the Tuwer reported that he left South Chica- 
goat5 o’clock Saturday afternoon without 
cargo towing theschooner Wadena, also light. 
a 8 bound for Escanaba.. The 

eavy northwest wind which up at 
nightfall made it impossible r te —— 
to hold its barge in the course and both 
boats sagged off into the lake in spite of all 
the steamer could do. Finally the steamer 
could head into the sea no | r and cast its 
consort adrift. the ower turned 
around and headed for shore, It took it 
three hours to find the land again, and keeping 
under the lee of the shore the steamer was 
brought back here. When land was sighted 
it was about half way between Racine and 
Milwaukee. Capt. Southerland te.egraphed 
to Michigan ts that his barge was adrift 
and to keep a lookout for it. The Wadena is 
considered in danger of going on the beach 
at the south end of the lake. It is com- 
manded by Capt. C. H. Daniels. Both stcam- 
er and consort are owned by the Wilson 
Transportation company of Cleveland and 
pare new boats. Up toa late hour last night 
no tidings had been received of the missing

CAMPAIGN § OPENED IN IOWA, 
Senator Allison’s speech at Ottumwa Satur- 
day evening opened the Republican campaign 
in Iowa. It wasa powerful address and en- 
thusiastically received by a large aulience. 
The speaker reviewed the history of the coun- 
try during the thirty-two years that the Re- 
publican party practically controlled the leg- 
islation of the United States. They were 
years of unexampled growth and progress, 
though the first four, under President Lin- 
coln, were a period of trial, of peril, and of 
sacrifice. But with all this the country de- 
veloped like a giant. The census of 1800 
disclosed an aggregate wealth, including 
slaves, of 16 billion dollars. That of 1870, 
with the war's desolation and excluding aia ves 
as property, disclosed an aggregate wealth of 
30 billions. In 1890 the total had risen to 
65 billions, the increase of the last decade 
being one-third more than all the wealth of 
the United States thirty years before. The 
wealth per capita more than doubled in that 
thirty years, and the increase from 1880 to 
1890 was $169 per capita, or about 49 per 
cent, while in the same time the population 
increased 25 per cent. The greatest increase 
of wealth in the aggregato and in percentage 
is found in the States where agriculture is the 
largest interest. In the last census decade 
the value of farm lands increased 30.23 per 
cent and that of farm implement nearly 22 
per cent, and this though the price of farm 
implements had decreased one-half in that 
interval. Of the agricultural products 90 per 
cent has found a market at home. 

Our manufactures have growa from a pro- 
duction of five billions in 1880 to nine 
‘billions in 1890. Our internal commerce 
has grown almost beyond computation. We 
nearly doubied our railway mileage, carrying 
by rail eight times as many passengers as the 
total population, and moving 640 million 
tons of freight in 1890. Our external com- 
merce has increased year by year, reaching 
its maximum of two billion dollars in 1892 
under the McKinley law, Our laborers have re- 
ceived better wages by one-half than have any 
other laborers on the face of the globe and 
twice as much as most of them in Europe. 
These wages eteadily advanced, whether 
measured in money or in power to purchase 
the comforts of life, until and during 1891 
and 18092 all were employed at those wages 
who desired employment. 

Farmers received fair prices for their crops 
from 1880 to 1892, except that corn and 
wheat were low in 1888 and 1889. The 24 
millions of the people who were eapabie of 
doing work were all empioyed at fair wages 
or producing things that founda ready and 
remunerative market, as in proportion to 
work and wages is the consuming power of 
the people. The farmer, the mechanic, the 
day Is >orer, the domestic, the merchant, and 
the men engaged in transportation, all were 
occupied and all consuming the products thus 
created and all contributing to the aggregate 
of prosperity. „ 

This was the situation when Grover Cleve- 
land again became President and a Demo- 
cratic Congress convened. It was not ex- 
pected and certainly was not koown until 
February. 1893. that the Senate would be 
Democratic. From that moment a deadly 
bligat appeared, and it increased in intensity 
as the days and months passed away. ‘There 
was a just fear that a Democratic Congress 
and President would carry out their pro- 
claimed policy respecting the tariff; that the 
6,500 millions invested in manufactures 
would be imperiled if not destroyed; that the 
four million laborers would be throwa out of 
employment or forced to work at reduced 
wages; that there would be a sudden and large 
influx of foreign goods thrown on the market 
at greatly reduced prices; that the nine bill. 
ion dollars of annua' value of manufactured 
products would dwindle because of the influx 
of foreign fabrics and the destruction of the 
earning power of the people; that the earnings 
of railways would diminish, new ‘enterprises 
cease or be greatly curtailed, thus throwing 
out of employment those engaged in the build- 
in, trades; that the accumulated earnings of 
wage earners which they had deposited in the 
savings banks would be partially withdrawn, 
and that in consequence the business of the 
country would be rapidly curtailed. With it 
came distrust of credit. Manufacturers were 
asked to pay money loaned to them, the sav- 
inigs banks preparing for a crisis which they 
sawto be approaching. Then there was a 
fear that our gold would go out to pay for the 
probable large increase in imported goods, 
and that the continued purchases of silver, 
with the issue of Treasury nétes for such pur- 
chases, would impair our power to maintain 
the parity in value of all our money, the pa- 
per part of which was increasing at the rate 
of three or four million dollars per month, 
while the Treasury balance was beginning to 
run down because of diminishing revenues. 
Universal distress was the result. 

The President called Cangress together and 
after a long debate, due to the fact that the 
Democrats were willing to stop the purchase 
of silver but wanted free coinage instead, the 
purchasing clause of the Sherman law was re- 
pealed by the votes of a majority of the Re- 
publicans and a minority of. the Democrats. 
This allayed the money panic but did not 
stop the distress. Money became plentiful 
but business was stagnant. Thed came the 
Wilson bill, “full of free trade and full of 
distress for the workingman and the busi- 
ness-inan,”’ but pedple hoped they soon 
would know the worst and could begin again 
or surrender. The following struggle in the 
Senate prolonged the agony. The result is 
not so bad as expected, but is bad enough. 
Some industries will start up again at reduced 
wages, while others will not be able to live at 
al‘ under the rutes of theact of with 
continental and English prices for labor in 
competition, even by reducing wages. So 
the great distress and disaster of the last 
eighteen months must be laid at the door of 
the Democratic party, and no sophistry or 
special pleading can change the plain facts 
which fix the true cause of all this distress 
upon the organized Democratic party.

Therefore instead of having a season of rest 
and stability as respects our great production,

radical measure substituted if the Democrats 
shall again secure a majority of the House.

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TOILERS THE GREATEST SUFFERERS. 

In his speech at McLeansboro Mr. Mac- 
Veagh complained that he had been a great 
sufferer because of almost continuously fall- 
ing prices while he has been in the wholesale 
grocery business. He said: “From 1873 
down to 1893 there has been a steady decline 
in the prices of all staple articles, and my 
business has been conducted all the time on a 
declining market. He told his audience: 
It there is any one in the country who 
knows what we have suffered I know it.“ 
The gentleman had no occasion to appeal to 
the sympathies of his hearers for the losses he 
has suffered. Itistrue that during a large 
part of the time epecified he was selling on a 
gradually faliing market, but his prices were 
adjusted to the conditions and he did not suf. 
ferin any greater degree than did other 
wholesale merchants and manufacturers and 
dealers in manufacture] goods. most of 
whom made money during the prosperous 
times which vanished when the Democrats 
came into power. The commodities in which 
Mr. MacVeagh deals undoubtedly have de- 
clinéd in price to some extent during the last 
twenty years owing to various causes, such as 
improved methods of production, reduced 
cost of transportation, and removal of duties; 
but itis a serious question whether, apart 
frotn such causes, there has been any such de- 
cline as the gentleman talks about and mourns 
over. In his staple goods, such as tea, coffee, 
and sugar, the decline has been more gradual 
and has been proportionately less than in al- 
most any other commodities, and such de- 
cline as he has felt has been due mainly to 
changes in export or import duties. 

To measure the degree of suffering en- 
tailed by a rapidiy falling market caused by 
the Democratic assau!t upon the tariff system 
we, must study the condition of the wage 
earners. During the greater part of the thirty 
years prior to the restoration of Democratic 
rule in all branches of the government wages 
were rising while the prices of goods were 
falling. The average day's work was better 
paid for in 1890 than in 1880, and wages 
were higher, as measured on the gold basis, 
in 1890 than in 1873. But when Harrison 
gave place to Cleveland all this was changed, 
and there has been terrible suffering am ong 
the wage-earners, much of it the result of 
adoptmg the Democratic policies which are 
advocated by Mr. MacVeagh. Some toilers 
have suffered the loss of all their wages, being 
without employment, some have lost half, and 
others a quarter of their former wage compen- 
sation, having to work full time at a very 
rerious reduction in the wage rate. A million 
wage workers have been put under the ham- 
mer by the Democratic party, and hundreds 
of millions of dollars have been lost te the 
country. The people have witnessed the 
thrdwing out of workers in large numbers. 
There have been strikes’ and lockouts, and 
afver having lost much time in the struggle 
many toilers have been forced to return to 
their work et a reduction of 25 per cent in 
the daily wage. It may have been a severe 
loss to Mr. MacVeagh to be obliged to ac- 
cept a small rate of profit on his sales of 
staple goods, but he is simply cuttmg down 
slightly his surplus. His case is nothing com- 
pared with the actual suffering entailed on the 
workingmen of the country by the terrible re- 
duction in wages, those who formerly re- 
ceived $3 per day having to be content with 
$2, those receiving $2 per day under the op- 
eration of Republican policies coming down 
to $1,50, and others in like proportion. 
These cuts in the wage scale mean depriva- 
tion of the comforts, and,in some cases, of 
the necessaries of life. And the worst of it is 
that the end isnot yet. The toilers may 
have to submit to a further reduction in their 
means of livelihood. 

Mr. MacVeagh is not suffering from any 
reduction in the means of hislivelihood. But 
the wage earners are suffering severely both 
in those means and in their manner of living. 
Let in spite of all this suffering and a threat- 
ened further constriction of the wage scale, 
the walking delegates and stool pigeons of 
the Democratic party calmly ignore the situ- 
ation. They say nothing of the solf-evident 
fact that the prevalence of Democratic poli- 
cies has brought about ail this suffermg and 
sorrow. They talk freely about plutoera ts, 
aristocrats, and monopolists, but utter not a 
word about this second great Democratic 
crime of striking down the wage rate and thus 
injuriously affecting the means of livelinood 
of millions of people because of the theoret- 
ical notion that they aan deal with the tariff 
quéstion better than it has been dealt with in 
the past. Ina reckiess, jaunty, ignorant way 
they chatter about cheapening prices to the 
consumer while having no thougnt for the 
terrible responsibility they already have in- 
curred in cutting down to the quivk his abil- 
ity to buy, and they do not hesitate in their 
efforts to bring about a further disturbance of 
the business interests of the country and a 
further impoverishment of the toilers which 
would reduce them to a more miserable con- 
dition than they are in now.

followers as to the reduction of the tariff and 
its immediate effect in cutting down wages.

THE STUDENT IN POLITICS. 
Mr, MacVeagh loves to cali himself and to 
have others call him The Scholar in Pali. 


ties ; but it seems to many, as his ignorance 


of some political questions develops, that it 
would be more appropriate to speak of him 
at The Student in Politios. His schooling 
has not yet advanced to such a point that he 
can be called a scholar.“ The scholar is 
supposed to have knowledge of the elemen- 
tary principles of the subject in which he has 
been schocled. But Mr. MacVeagh has as yet 
no comprehensive grasp of any department of 
politics, Certainly his knowledge of what is 
called practical politics” is rudimentary, 
and his progress in this branch of learn- 
ing is likely to be slow and laborious, 
and will be accomplished only at great ex- 
pense to himself. In theoretical politics, 
where he was thought to be before this eum- 
paign began an advanced pupil, it now ap- 


‘pears he is also no better than a beginner, 


having only a superficial acquaintance with 
the first principles of the subject. 

In knowledge of the income tax and its 
application comparatively in Great Britain 
and the United States Mr. MacVeagh is par- 
ticularly deficient. He has no real grasp of 
the subject of taxation. He has apparently 
given little attention to the British system 
and does not realize the difference between 
it and that which prevails in the United 
States. He has not learned that in Great Britain 
all direct taxes, excépt probate and succes. 
sion taxes, are levied on the basis of revenue 
accruing from capital, whereas in the United 
States such taxes are imposed on the capital 
value of property. The income tax is there- 
fore strictly in accord with the British idea 
of taxation, whereas it is out of harmony with 
the American idea. 

In England the farmer is called upon to 
pay taxes in proportion to the rental vaiue of 
his property. If he does not pay the tax him- 
self his landlord pays it for him and charges 
itin the rent. In the United States, on the 
other hand, the farmer (in theory, at least) is 
put on the witness stand by the assesscr. He 
is required to give the value of his land and 
improvements; to enumerate his flocks; to 
state how many horses, cows, pigs, chickens, 
and other animals he has; to return the value 
of his crops, his outstanding credits, mort- 
gages, etc. In short, everything he has which 
he can leave to his children comes within the 
scope of the assessor’s inquiry. What is true 
of the farmer is trye also of the resident of 
the city, allowing for the difference in his cir- 
cumstances. We do not pretend to say 
whether the English system is simpler and 
more efficacious than ours or not. That is 
not the question. The question is whether it 
is just or reasonable to pile an income tax on 
top of all the other American direct taxes. 
Plaialy such a tax is not in harmony with the 
American system. It contemplates taxing the 
citizen on his income when he has already 
sufferod one severe tax on the property from 
which that income ie derived. 

In the case of the American merchant, who 
is taxed first on his merchandise and again on 
his credits, the income tax contemplates 
nothing short of triple taxation. In this 
country every man who has money in bank, 
or stock in any corporation, or outstanding 
loans or investments of any kind, is liable to 
taxation thereon, while the thing represented 
by his evidences of indebtedness is subject to 
taxation a second time through the person in 


‘whose custody it may temporarily be. In 


England the owner of the property pays taxes 
on it once on the basis of the income he de- 
rives from it. In this country he may virtual- 
ly pay taxes on it twice and then be asked to 
pay again on account of the income it pro- 
duces. 

The difference between the English and the 
American system is generally attributed to 
the difference between their government and 
ours. They have but one general govern- 
ment; we have the national combined with 
the State government. Heretofore it has 
been deemed wise to raise the national rev- 
enue through inuirect taxes, such as the cus- 
toms and the internal revenue, and to leave 
the States the power to raise what money 
they need by direct taxatf®n. The national in- 
come tax interferes with this simple and har- 
monious plag; it trespasses on the domain 
that by usage, though not by law, has been 
accorded to the States. An income tax levied 
by the National Government always has been 
and always will be a failure in this country, 
besides being disturbing, harassing, and vex- 
atious to the last degree; inquisitorial and 
odious in its nature and an interference with 
State systems of taxation. If Mr. MacVeagh 
were more of a scholar and less of a student 
in politics he would not need te be informed 
of these important facts.

Convention Held Thirty-nine Years Ago 
Attended by Gov. Bross, Capt. Parker, 
and Himself as Delegates from the 
NorthwesteThe Cost of Canals Was 
Then Estimated at $30,000,000—Remi- 

‘ niseences of Early Days in Chicago. 

No one has read with greater interests the 
full reports in Tun Txipunez of the proceed- 
ings of the deep waterway convention heid 


at Toronto than ex-County Clerk Laurin P. 


Hilliard. Thirty-nine years ago Mr. Hilliard 
was one of three delegates sent to an inter- 
national waterway convention at Toronto. 
The subject then’ attracted even more uni- 
versal interest than now. At his home, Forest 
u vonue and Ninety- fourth street, Mr. Hilliard 
at 81 years of age was found yesterday work- 
ing in his garden and barvesting a small field 
ofcorn. He said: 

The great Chicago fire destroyed my li- 
brary and all private papers, hence I have to 
rely upon my memory for some of my facts, 
but it was the year 1855 that Gov. Bross, 
Thomas L. Parker, and myself were 
elected delegates to attend an iter 
national convention at Toronto to con- 
sider the same subject that the present 
convention has dealt with in such an interest- 
ing manner, We not only represented Chica- 
go but the entire Northwest. There was then 
no Minneapolis, and St. Paul, and Duluth, 
and Spokane Falle to send representatives. 
I remember well we were charmingly enter- 
tained and all of Canada was aflame with en- 
thusiasm over the project. Every little Cana- 
dian town sent a delegate to the convention, 
I have forgotten the name of the French en- 
gineer who addressed the convention, but I re- 
member he had a profile of the proposed canal 
to connect Lakes Huron and Ontario and to 
make a deep waterway to the ocean. Every 
stream and depression was accurateiy shown 
and it was proposed to utilize Lake Simcoe 
as the fountain head for the water supply. 
We all made speeches in favor of the enter- 
prise and I have no doubt but that the gov- 
ernment appropriations would have deen 
made years ago, and vesseis at the Chica. 
would for the last twen- 
ty-five years have deen daily loading 
cargoes for Liverpool had it not been for the

MRS. WILSON STILL DESTITUTE. 


She Lives in a Coal Shed in the Rear of 
No, 3 Sixty-third Place. 

Nothing was done yesterday to relieve the 
destitute woman and two children discovered 
Saturday evening living in an old coal shed at 
the rear of No. 3 Sixty-third place. The 
woman sold a pair of shoes for 25 cents and 
with that bought something toeat. She says 
her name is Mrs. Wilson, and that one year 
ago she was keeping a fashionabie ledging- 
house on Thirty-eighth street not far from 
Cottage Grove avenue. Bad management 
got her into debt so much she was compelled 
finally to give up business last April and seek 
work, such as washing and ironing, but found 
little to do. She rented a room in the base- 
ment of No. 3 at $8 a month, and during the 

month could not earn enough 
rent, 80, she says, 
evening the landlord, 
Samuel Benfeldt, had her furniture set out in 
the back yard. A neighbor gave her permis- 
sion to occupy the coaished. When seen yes- 
terday Mrs. Wilson feit greatly mortified 
over her condition,and protested against having 
it made public. Sbe has a husband, but she 
says he does not support her. Several years 
ago, she added, she followed him ali over the 
country, spending the little fortune her moth- 
er had given her in an.endeavor to regain pos- 
session of the child. My husband, said 

Mrs. Wilson, is now at West Pullman; but 
has been out, of work until recently. He 
knows my condition and has promised to send 
me some money just as soon ashe gets his 
pay- I never eee to come to this, but it 

I 
simply could not earn enough to pay the last 
rent and the landlord put me out of his 
house. He knew I would have paid him just 
as soon as I could get the money. My people 
are all dead and I have no friends to whom I 
can go for assistance.”
